or of the articles in this issue (page 576) has to do 
with the matter of filly and mare races in North 
America. It may look like dry-as-dust statistics. But the 
driest dust is sometimes the most fertile ground. 

Fillies on the race track should be considered as playing 
two roles. In the first place they are a considerable part of 
the talent upon which the racing secretary draws for the 
presentation of interesting racing programs. ‘They are even 
more important as the machine tools which will create the 
racing talent of the future. 

In view of this second role which they must play, it is 
highly important that the best of them be tested on the 
race course, and their probabilities as producers calibrated 
as accurately as can be done in competition. 

Racing and breeding are not two separate operations, 
but simply two phases of the same operation. The selec- 
tion of the best horses on the track depends upon the pro- 
duction of good horses on the farm. The production of 
good horses on the farm depends upon the selection of good 
horses on the track. 

The principal problem for every breeder is the discovery 
of the individuals most likely to be the parents of good 
stock, “This can be done in only three ways, through test- 
ing the class of close relatives, through testing the class of 
the individual itself, and through testing the class of the 
individual’s progeny. It is wasteful in the extreme to pass 
up any of these three sources of knowledge; full evidence 
is required for sound judgment. 

The inadequate numbers of filly races on the American 
Turf increases the hazards of breeding in two ways. First, 
the individual mare, unless she is of top class, goes into the 
stud with her racing class less well known than it should be. 
Second, the female progeny of the mare is similarly less 
well tested than it should be. 

This adds up, in the long run, to the acceptance of a 
tremendous amount of guesswork in places where we could 
just as well have knowledge. In breeding, guesswork is 
expensive. Even with the fullest knowledge, the proba- 
bilities are very hard to estimate; without knowledge, they 
are scarcely more than random chance. 


It may appear paradoxical that New York, one of the 
lesser states in breeding, should be the one which most pos- 
itively recognizes the continuity between racing and breed- 
ing, the obligation of the race track to help the breeder se- 
lect the best stock from which to produce the runners of 
the future. 

For the states which are most aggressive in building a 
strong breeding industry within their own boarders, the 
record of New York tracks is an object lesson. All the 
breeders’ awards ever paid are worth less, for the improve- 
ment of the breed, than half a dozen of New York’s races 
for fillies and mares. 

From the breeders’ point of view, the filly races which 
are most badly needed are non-claiming, non-maiden over- 
night races. In the whole of North America there were 
only +14 such contests in 1947, and 128 of them—nearly 
a third—were run in New York. Nine per cent of New 
York’s races fell in this category. Outside New York only 
1.2 per cent were open to winning fillies under non-claim- 
ing conditions—one race in 82, or one race every ten days. 
West of the Appalachians the percentages are even worse. 

No other important breeding and racing country in the 
world would think of lopping off so completely such an im- 
portant part of the normal operation of the industry. 

The matter of filly races is something more than an 
academic discussion. It involves large amounts of money 
now being squandered in guesswork. It involves, in the 
long run, the question as to whether American breeding can 
compete on even terms with other countries in the produc- 
tion of breeding stock. It involves market values in the 
days ahead when the present overproduction has bogged 
down in an economy which cannot support so much breed- 
ing stock. 

As a routine part of racing programs, filly races should 
be made attractive. Everybody knows that a champion, or 
a contender for a championship, is a better drawing card 
than a run-of-the-mine performer. If more filly races were 
written, then we would come to develop a new “division,” 
with its own champions and contenders. Fillies which can 
beat other fillies are headliners.

Whirl Some Alters Her Style; 
Citation Will Tackle the Jinx 


MIAMI 


On the theory that Ben and Jimmy 
Jones might be tired of answering ques- 
tions about Armed and Citation, this 
tourist went at them on the subject of the 
stable’s best 3-year-old hopes in the filly 
division. Both Bewitch and Whirl Some 
are here, but neither will race at the 
meeting. 

Bewitch was fired for an ailing ankle at 
Pimlico last fall, and has returned to 
soundness. She isn’t very far advanced 
yet. and her half-mile in :51 on February 
18 will give you some idea of her condi- 
tion. 

It was suggested that a filly with her 
blinding speed might not care for distance. 

“I don’t know why she shouldn't go 
on,” Ben Jones said. a little doubtfully, | 
thought. “Anyway we're training her 
with the filly classics in mind. Naturally 
we don’t know how far she'll go yet. But 
throw out those two races you saw in 
New York. She wasn’t herself in either 
of them.” 

Whirl Some’s ability to negotiate dis- 
tance is somewhat less in doubt because 
of her victories in the Selima and Mar- 
guerite Stakes last fall. She’s been en- 
tirely sound all her life. She’s been train- 
ing steadily, despite a trifling mishap two 
weeks ago. She was romping in her stall 
and managed to get one foot out and 
skin her ankle on the concrete. The leg 
filled, but it was a surface injury, and 
never caused her to go lame. 

Didn’t Plain Ben think she was a better 
distance proposition than Bewitch? 

“If she can get to her, maybe she'll be 
better. But when they raced together last 
spring Whirl Some never could get close 
to the other filly. She changed her style 
a little in the fall, and seemed like she’d 
developed more speed.” 

Well, fine. And now. about Armed and 
Citation— 


TRADITION BUSTER. The supposed 
jinx which prevents Futurity winners from 
succeeding in the Kentucky Derby had 
better get up early every morning and 
file its teeth. Citation’s coming after it. 
His Everglades Handicap performance on 
February 18 was about as convincing a 
race as I’ve seen. Hypnos, getting 17 
pounds from the Calumet colt, ran a better 
race than had been expected, but he was 
in Citation’s sights every step of the way. 
Going down the backstretch, Hypnos was

some four lengths in front, and Al Snider 
may have thought the gap was a little long. 
He clucked to Citation, and the ease with 
which the colt gained gave the rider 
enough reassurance that he waited until 


the three-furlong pole before he moved 
again. Citation went up smoothly, and 
won with ears pricked. 

Ben Jones has been going about telling 
people that this is as good a horse as 
he’s had anything to do with. This would 
be startling news indeed, except that Plain 
Ben has what I suppose is a thoroughly 
justifiable tendency to think that a crack 
horse now in business is better than a 
crack horse that has been retired. But 
both Ben and Jimmy agree that Citation 
is much better than either of their 1947 
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3-year-olds, Faultless and Fervent, and 
these were close to the top of the stack, 

Citation is a handsome colt, rather than 
a beautiful one, well furnished, sound, 
and particularly deep through the hind. 
quarters. He hasn't been measured re. 
cently, but the Jones Boys say he’s a bit 
over 16 hands. He’s muscled well down, 
and he’s all horse. He behaved quietly in 
the paddock, and Ben says he has a good 
disposition, no tendency to fret. I under. 
stand 2 to 1 is being quoted on him for 
the Derby, which is insane, but just the 
same he looks like the horse from here. 


SUNDRIES. Last week a visitor went 
over to the Calumet Stable and begged, 
for souvenir purposes, a shoe that had 
been pulled off Citation. As he was going 
out with it, a stableman called, “Don’t let 
him carry that shoe off. I’ve still got 
orders for shoes that Whirlaway wore 
when he won the Derby.” There was an 
inside comment, “I reckon it’s a_ near 
thing between the number of sets of Whirl- 
aways Derby plates he’s sold, and the 
beds Washington slept in.” ... W. 6G. 
Douglass thought he had a pretty good 
2-year-old in William Veeneman’s Irish 
Sun. Possibly he does, but in his first 
start Irish Sun ran up against another first 
starter, F. W. $10,000 Ocean 
Drive, and the Coldstream colt came hurt- 
ling down the chute in :3235 to equal the 
track record and beat Irish Sun three 
lengths. . . . Hooper got the beginning 
and end of this program, for he won the 
last race with *Colosal, an Argentine-bred 
which looks like he might be pretty good 
at sprint distances... . 

Hirsch Jacobs still thinks *Basileus 
might amount to something. The horse 
bucked his shins repeatedly last year. He’s 
at Bowie now. . . . Trainers down from 
Aiken report almost uninterrupted bad 
weather at the winter colonies there. 
Generally, though, it was bad for trainers, 
not bad for horses. The W. L. Brann 
stable, previously an Aiken addict, stayed 
in Maryland this year. Newcomer is 
Alfred Vanderbilt, with about 25 horses. 

Only speech worth a quarter at the 
dinner Lou Smith, of Rockingham Park, 
gave for Turf writers recently was made 
by a race track character who said that 
Smith had reached “the pinochle of fame.” 
Came from the heart, too. . . . Hialeah 
runs a big scraper over its track at the 
close of each day’s racing—not in mud, of 
course—and after the training hours each 
day, to keep the cushion even and prevent 
it piling up along the rail... . 

Moody Jolley, who had won Hialeah’s 
opening race for the last two years, had 
a 2-year-old all set to do it again. But it 
was a colt, and the first day’s baby race 
was for fillies. Jolley’s colt, Mr. Jay, won 
the opening race next day, and he won 


again February 14. He’s by Fighting Fox,

NODDING VENTURE. At the New- 
market sales in December, A. W. Goddard, 
a trucking contractor of Hertfordshire, 
England, nodded to an acquaintance. The 
auctioneer, mistaking the nod, promptly 
knocked down a horse to him for 380 
guineas (about $1,516). “I cannot take 
the horse,” Goddard complained when 
informed of his purchase, “unless I keep 
him or her in the bedroom.” 


BARRIER. The right of a race course 
to bar undesirable persons from its prem- 
ises has been upheld tacitly by the United 
States Supreme Court. The court refused 
to consider the case of Coleman F. Madden 
vs. the Aqueduct track in New York. 

Madden had asserted that he was barred 
from Aqueduct in July, 1945, when track 
authorities mistook him for his relative, 
Owen Madden, a gangster. The Aqueduct 
people said that no mistake had been 
made, and that they knew whom they 
were barring. Madden had won his case 
in the Queens County Supreme Court, but 
lost in the supreme court. 

The Maryland Court of Appeals on 
February 20 issued a similar ruling in a 
lawsuit involving the Pimlico track. For

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STAKES AND HORSES 


El] Mono’s Widener Victory; 
Armed and Assault Unplaced 


Horse racing is many things to many 
people. The Widener Handicap was an 
all-round fulfillment: 

Armed and Assault were meeting for the 
first time since the Calumet Farm gelding 
had beaten the King Ranch colt by eight 
lengths in a match race at Belmont Park 
last fall. 

Assault was starting a comeback after 
several months of retirement. Armed was 
trying to get a grip on himself after a 
succession of losing races. 

Each had been the world’s leading 
money winner for a brief time last year. 
A Widener victory would take Armed to 
within a thousand dollars or so of Stymie, 
which had deposed them both. It would 
bring Assault’s earnings to more than 
$660,000. 

Douglas Dodson, Armed’s regular rider, 
had been taken off in favor of Al Snider. 
Dodson then had severed his connection 
with Calumet. had taken the mount on 
Incline. which seemed to have a fair 
chance of winning the race. Eddie Ar- 
caro had flown from California to ride 
Assault in the big test. 

El Mono, a startling winner over Armed 
in the McLennan Handicap of a week 
before, was a contender. He was assigned 
112 pounds, 18 below Armed and Assault, 
which carried 130. He had a chance. 
Riskolater, which had run El Mono to a 
head in the McLennan, was in the Wid- 
ener with 111 pounds, a pound below his 
McLennan weight. 19 pounds below the 
topweights. He also had a chance. 

Assault had been working and racing 
like a house afire. And Trainer Max 
Hirsch knew his business. Armed appar- 
ently had been stale. but Trainer Jimmy 
Jones knew his business, too. 

Since its inaugural in 1936, the Widener 
had been one of the most colorful features 
of winter racing. Favorites had won it, 
and favorites had been beaten. 

The largest crowd in the history of Hia- 
leah Park turned out for the race. The 
34.394 spectators bet $287,946 on the Wid- 
ener. It was the biggest one-race total 
since the track was opened. Assault, the 
favorite, closed at slightly better than 
even money—$1.15 to $1. Armed, for the 
first time in his last eight starts, was a 
second choice—$1.65 to $1. 

Apparently not many people regarded 
El Mono’s McLennan victory as a very 
solid triumph. He was fifth choice at a 
little better than 15 to 1. A man who 
played the weights could buy a share in 
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Stud Poker, in at 103—and at that the 
*Bahram gelding carried three pounds 
overweight. A man who played by price 
could buy Cable at $109 to $1. 


ONE RUN. The nine entrants filed into 
the gate up the Hialeah stretch. For the 
114-mile Widener, it was placed a fur- 
long above the finish wire. Starter George 
Cassidy had them off in a flash. Lets 
Dance, which sometimes mixes speed and 
staying power with surprising results. got 
a lead coming out of the gate. but Stud 
Poker passed him on the first turn. Lets 
Dance lay second on the bend, Bug Juice 
settled into the third slot, Riskolater was 
a close fourth. Dodson had Incline in 
fifth place. Armed was sixth. Assault, 
which had showed brilliant speed in recent 
workouts, was a surprising eighth. Only 
El Mono was behind him. 

On the back side, Stud Poker bobbed 


along under his 103 pounds, lengthening 


stride, gradually stretching his lead to 
almost three lengths. Lets Dance, Bug 
Juice, Riskolater were bunched behind 
him. Al Snider waited in sixth place with 


Armed, Eddie Arcaro waited for the ripe 
moment. El Mono was next to last. 

When it came time to move. on the turn, 
both headliners were on the outside. They 
advanced swiftly on the leaders. The 
Widener was becoming a two-horse race, 
as almost everyone thought it would. But 
suddenly Calumet’s devil red faded, and 
the running W of the King Ranch lost 
its speed. All of a sudden both Armed 
and Assault were beaten. and the race 
wasn’t over. 

As Armed and Assault began to drop 
hack. El Mono seemed to be growing 
fresher and faster. He went past them 
on the outside, took a sight on Stud Poker. 
which still held the lead. It looked as if 
he wouldn’t quite make it, but inside the 
last 70 yards he got to the 5-year-old, won 
by a head. Stud Poker saved second, 245 
lengths in front of Bug Juice. Armed was 
fourth, almost two lengths in front of 
Assault. 

The time of 2:01 was three-fifths faster 
than Armed’s track record, set in last 
years Widener under 129 pounds. In the 
McLennan a week before. El Mono had 
run the 11g miles in 1:4875. just a fifth 
slower than the track record. 

After the race Daniel Lamont, owner of 
El Mono, gulped, flashed a big grin, prof- 
fered an explanation: “We found some- 
thing out about El Mono. He’s a one-run 


horse, and we had been using up his run 
early in a race. Lately we’ve been saving 
his speed and letting him come from 
behind.” 

For owner Lamont the victory was the 
high spot of his brief Turf career. It was 
the high spot for Jockey Porter Roberts, 
Never before had he won so import- 
ant a race. Trainer Roscoe Troxler wasn’t 
quite so new to the spotlight. Back in 
1906 he had won the Kentucky Derby 
aboard a horse named Sir Huon.

After the race Arcaro briefly summed 
up Assault: “He just didn’t have it. | 
really went to work on him at the quarter 
pole, but he couldn’t go.” Next day Max 
Hirsch said Assault’s brief career at five 
had ended. He will be sent to Columbia, 
Ss. C.. then brought to the King Ranch 
farm at Lexington, where he will enter the 
stud. There seemed to be a_ possibility 
that he would race at six. 

Jockey Al Snider had no comment to 
make regarding Armed, beyond looking 
very glum. Trainer Jimmy Jones reiter- 
ated a remark he had made earlier in the 
year: “It just proves Armed can’t carry 
130 pounds and beat lightweight horses 
any more.” The gelding will be rested at 
least until May. he said. 


Citation’s Winning Streak 


All was not gloom for Calumet Farm 
last week, despite Armed’s setback. Their 
principal Derby hope, Citation, came out 
for the 14g-mile Everglades Handicap at 
Hialeah Park on February 18, toyed with 
Hypnos and Silvering. his only rivals, won 
easily by a length. 

The Everglades itself, and the Flamingo 
Stakes of February 28. were deprived of 
considerable significance when Trainer 
Bert Williams. of the Cirele M Farm 
Stable, decided to let up on Relic and 
send him back to Kentucky for a rest. 

Unless an El Mono showed up for the 
Flamingo, it now looked as if Calumet 
would win its second consecutive victory 
in Florida’s winter Derby. Warren 
Wrights stable won in 1947 with Fault- 


less. 


Salmagundi and Longden 
Santa Anita Park’s San 
Vicente Handicap has never been followed 
by a win in the Santa Anita Derby, for

From Mr. Knight, William Helis bought Valdina 
Orphan, *Rounders, and other horses which had 
raced for Valdina Farm.

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New York Has 15.9% Filly Races, 
The Rest of the Country Has 3.1% 


A peculiar virtue of racing in New 
York, as distinguished from that in other 
states, is its stronger insistence upon pro- 
viding such competition as is necessary 
for the selection and appraisal of poten- 
tial breeding stock. Over many equine 
generations the shape of American pedi- 
grees has been largely predetermined by 
the results of racing in the Empire State. 

A phase of New York racing in which 
this leadership is strikingly demonstrated 
is its large number of races exclusively 
for fillies and mares. In 1945 and 1946 
about 17 per cent of all races run in the 
State were restricted to females. Last 
year 226 of the 1,420 races in New York 
were for fillies and mares, or 15.9 per 
cent—slightly less than one race in six. 

For the remainder of the country the 
proportion of filly and mare races was 
approximately 3.1 per cent—about one 
race in 26, 

After the New York tracks are accounted 
for, eight other eastern tracks have mod- 
erately high percentages of filly races, 
then come Santa Anita and Hollywood 
Parks, with 8.5 per cent and 7.2 per cent. 
respectively. 

The highest percentage in the Missis- 
sippi Valley is Arlington Park’s 6.6 per 
cent—about one race in 15. New Eng- 
land’s highest is Narragansett Park’s 6 
per cent. 

New York’s 226 filly and mare races of 


1947 had an aggregate value of $1,366,000 
in purses and added money, an average 
of $6.044 a race, against totals of 723 
races and $2.605.506 and an average of 
$3.602 for the remainder of the country. 


STILL 3.8 PER CENT. These figures 
are based upon statistics inaugurated sev- 
eral years ago by the Thoroughbred Club 
of America. The club was interested be- 
cause its members, as breeders, wanted 
more races for fillies and mares. In recent 
years the statistics have been kept by Miss 
Louise Christy, secretary to Charles A. 
Kenney, manager of E. E. D. Shaffer’s 
Coldstream Stud at Lexington. 

The Thoroughbred Club’s recommenda- 
tions and scorekeeping thus far have 
yielded only modest results. The small

The gain, however, is 
not significant, since the percentage of 
such races showed a slight decline, and 
the average purse for fillies and mares 
was up by only a trifle. 

The most significant—and most deplor- 
able—item in the breakdown of the statis- 
tics is that claiming races made a big gain 
at the expense of non-maiden overnight 
races. 

In 1946 only 18 per cent of the filly and 
mare races (167 out of 910) were under 
In 1947 the percent- 
age of races in this category had risen to 
30 per cent. 


claiming conditions. 


At the same time the proportion of 
overnight races (handicaps, allowances, 
etc.) dropped from 46 per cent to 35 per 
cent. 

As far as breeders were concerned, this 
was an evil trend. A high proportion of 
claiming races tends on the one hand, to 
depress the market, and on the other, to 
interfere with the adequate testing of the 
best breeding stock. 

All in all, the advocates of races for 
fillies and mares could consider that they 


had lost ground in 1947. J. A. E.

Federico Tesio 
Faces a Problem 


Rome 

In the matter of registration of horses, 
we are now confronted for the first time 
with the Jersey Act issue. Federico Tesio 
bought a mare at the Newmarket sales 
last fall. She is Veto, by Hyperion out of 
Quashed. Her breeding is tops, but 
Quashed is not in the General Stud Book, 
so Veto has not got a certificate. Not 
having a certificate, she cannot be regis- 
tered in the /talian Stud Book, because the 
Italian book, which is, I believe, the most 
conciliative stud book in the world, pro- 
vides that “any horse can be registered 
in it, whose certificates are issued by an 
authority in any country equivalent to 
the Italian Jockey Club.” 

But if the certificate has never been 
issued, and cannot be issued by any au- 
thority, how can the Italian Stud Book 
accept the mare? It is very unpleasant 
to see this happen, because we would not 
have any objections to Veto, on the qualita- 
tive side, nor do we argue about “cold- 
blooded” horses. It would seem that the 


name Veto did not bring luck to her. I 
will keep you informed of the decision of 
our Jockey Club in the case. 


REVIVAL. In the field of interna- 
tionals, the UNIRE, the official governing 
body of Italian racing. has established the 
Importation Stakes for fillies born in 1947 
and imported by Italian stables. 

This stakes has been specially devised 
for the fillies imported last fall by the 
UNIRE from the Newmarket sales, but is 
open to any future imports from any coun- 
try. The stakes is divided in two sections. 
One will be run in the autumn of 1949 in 
Milan, at seven furlongs. the second in 
Rome in the spring of 1950 at nine fur- 
longs. 

We had had such a race before the war, 
but it had been discontinued owing to the 
impossibility of purchasing new horses 
from 1939 on. 

Yet the policy of the UNIRE towards 
the breeders is not clear enough. I have 
reported that our authorities had decided 
to pay bonuses to breeders sending new 
fillies to stud, and for every foal born 
from 1947 on, but nothing has been paid 
yet, and there is a feeling all over the 
country that paying bonuses an eventual 
loss of purse money, and further, that the 
best way to improve the breed and to 
reward breeders is to increase the purses 
of classic races. 


The program for the first spring meet- 
ing in Rome has now been published. It 
includes the Italian 1,000 and 2.000 Guin- 
eas, that is the Premio Elena and the 
Premio Parioli, with purses of a million 
and a million and a half lire, respectively, 
which is judged here absolutely inadequate 
to the importance of these two classic 
races. 

At the same time, the leading breeders 
in this country are making up their minds 
regarding export licenses. They would 
ask the Government to be allowed to 
export yearly a part of their production, 
if they are lucky enough to receive foreign 
demand for their horses. The notion is 
that money received for exports would 
balance the loss of operating in Italy. 
Another opinion here, which is gaining 
ground, is that exportations should be 
approved by the Breeders’ Association 
instead of by a special committee with 
participation of the Government. 


POST TIME. Good races in Italy and 
in the rest of Europe are now very close, 
and trainers are speeding up their work 
and their study of the programs. Scanno, 
the excellent 4-year-old by Arco—Galla 
Placidia, which ran second to Tenerani in 
the Derby and then won the Omnium, 
defeated Fante. should go to Paris to run 
the 114-mile Prix des Sablons early in

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OBITUARY 
Reginald Rives 


Dies at Age 86 


At the Hotel Ambassador, in New York, 
where he made his home, Reginald Rives 
died on February 18. He was 86 years 
old. 

Mr. Rives was not closely connected with 
racing other than as a lover of horses and 
as one of the oldest members of the Coach- 
ing Club, in whose honor was named the 
Coaching Club American Oaks. In 1933 
he compiled The Coaching Club, its His- 
tory and Activities. 

He was for many years a judge of show 
and harness horses in this country and 
abroad, and served as secretary-treasurer 
and general manager of the National 
Horse Show Association of America. 

The Coaching Club members at first 
coached from their homes to the New 
York race courses. Later they bought 
coaches that ran as public conveyances 
from downtown New York to various 
suburbs. Mr. Rives was whip of the 
public coach Pioneer for nine years. An- 
nually he drove the coach from the Hol- 
land House, at Fifth avenue and Twenty- 
Ninth street, to Ardsley, N. Y. He once 
said he had never been more than 25 
seconds late on the 21-mile trip, which was 
made in 215 hours. 

The coaching era officially was ended 
by him in 1910, when as vice president of 
the Coaching Club he announced that the 
automobile age had forced the coach off 
city streets and rural highways. In 1906 
he had been awarded a verdict of $250 
against a New York automobile owner. 
Mr. Rives had charged that the man’s 
vehicle had ruined the nerves of one of 
his horses. 


DR. HAROLD WOOD BAKER. At 
Concord, N. H., on February 14, age 66. 
Specialist in gynecology, member of the 
faculty of the Harvard Medical School. 
In his younger days he was an amateur 
steeplechase rider of note. 


JESSE (SHORTY) MOORE. At Lex- 
ington on February 18, age 52.

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COURTS and LEGISLATION 


Tracks Admittance 
Not a Must 


For many months Aaron Greenfeld, of 
Baltimore. has been trying to get Mary- 
land courts to order the Maryland Jockey 
Club to permit him to attend the races at 
Pimlico. 

Last July a circuit court at Baltimore 
upheld the track’s right to bar from its 
premises anyone it did not consider desir- 
able. Mr. Greenfeld then carried his case 
to the State Court of Appeals. 

On February 20 the Maryland high 
court ruled that “the law confers no per- 
sonal right on individuals to attend or bet 
at race meetings.” This supported the 
track’s action in twice having Mr. Green- 
feld ejected from its grounds. The plain- 
tiff had asserted that the Maryland Jockey 
Club was exercising a public franchise 
for public purposes and was obliged to 
afford all citizens an equal right to use its 
facilities. 

Judge Charles Markell. who wrote the 
Court of Appeals opinion, declared that 
the State could not deprive a race track 
management of the power to “select its 
customers without risk of lawsuits and 
necessity of proving that persons excluded 
would use its betting facilities to hedge or 
cover unlawful betting at other places, or

to bet stolen money, or otherwise bring 
racing into disrepute.” 

In their arguments, the lawyers for 
both sides failed to state the grounds on 
which Greenfeld had been ejected from 
Pimlico, though in an earlier trial it was 
agreed that there was no evidence of mis- 
conduct on his part while at the track. 


Mooney Claims Libel 


J. D. Mooney, who rode Black Gold to 
victory in the Kentucky Derby of 1924, 
has sued movie interests for $750,000 in 
damages. The former jockey asserts that 
the movie Black Gold, based on the career 
of the Derby winner, libels him. It 
depicts him, he says, as a Pye who 
had illegally entered the U. S., and finally 
died of gunshot wounds. kn presenta- 
tion has subjected him to ridicule and 
harm, he says. 

Five movie actors, two writers, three 
Chicago theaters, and four motion picture 
companies are named defendants. 


Declaration of Intention 


A race horse owner will be required 
to state whether an animal has _ been 
entered in a race for the specific purpose 
of winning, or if it is entered for a work- 
out, under terms of a bill introduced in 
the New York State Legislature by As- 
semblyman Louis A. Cioffi, of Manhattan. 
Mr. Cioffi also has introduced a measure 
providing for the registration of all habits. 
defects, and peculiarities which might 


affect the racing success of a horse. If 
corrective measures are applied, such as 
blinkers, special shoes or bits, or other 
equipment, this also would be noted. 
Mr. Cioffi asserted, on behalf of his first 
measure, that horses now are being entered 
in races solely for the purpose of getting 
a workout in competition, and without 
expectation that they will win on that day, 
He cited Whirlaway, which raced in a 
one-eyed blinker, as the type of horse 
which required special equipment. 


Owners Lose Labor Point 


Supreme Justice Henry Clay Greenberg, 
of New York, on February 16 dismissed 
a suit brought by 80 Thoroughbred horse 
owners. They had sought to prevent the 
New York State Labor Relations Board 
from conducting a trial on charges of 
unfair labor practices. 

The SLRB had certified Local 814, 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Warehousemen, and Helpers 
of America as bargaining agent for grooms 
and exercise boys working at New York 
tracks. But the horse owners contended 
they were engaged in interstate commerce, 
and that only the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board had jurisdiction over them. 

Justice Greenberg said that the State 
board might take testimony to determine 
if the grooms and exercise boys were en- 
gaged in interstate trade. He said the 
owners should await an SLRB decision on 
this point.

Over the last week-end the American Turf lost. permanently or temporarily, the 
services of several of its best race horses. 


ASSAULT. Robert J. Kleberg. Jr. and Trainer Max Hirsch sent Assault from his 
winter headquarters at Columbia, S. C.. to Hialeah Park for two main reasons. (1) 
They thought the horse was “as good as he had ever been” and they wanted to avenge 
the defeat by Armed in last year’s special race at Belmont Park. (2) They wanted to 
test Assault’s soundness in order to decide whether to retire him to the stud this year, 

Favorite for the Widener Handicap as a result of his good race a few days earlier, 
Assault moved powerfully on the last turn, but fell back and finished fifth. Next morn. 
ing he was lame. Examination indicated that a new splint and an osselet had developed 


in his left fore leg—the good one—possibly as a result of favoring the right foot. dam- 
aged by a surveyor’s stake when he was a foal. Trainer Hirsch added that the horse 
had lost 50 pounds since shipping from Columbia. 

Assault was to return at once to Columbia. probably will be shipped soon to King 
Ranch’s Kentucky farm (part of the former Idle Hour) and bred to a limited number 
of mares this year, perhaps a dozen. He may race again, but the first reports of his 
symptoms made it seem unlikely. His record: 33 starts, 16 wins, 5 seconds, 5 thirds, 
$626.620 earned. 


ARMED. The result of the Widener Handicap. in which he finished fourth, verified 
Trainer Jimmy Jones’ earlier statement that the Bull Lea gelding was not as good 
as he was last year. The treatment prescribed: a rest, “at least until May.” Armed’s 
record: 63 starts. 36 wins. 14 seconds. 5 thirds. $773.700 earned. 


RELIC. The most exciting thing about the 3-year-olds of 1948 was the prospect 
that Circle M Farm’s Relic (War Relic—Bridal Colors, by Black Toney) might pro- 
vide worthy competition for Calumet Farm’s Citation. On February 23 this prospect 
faded. At Hialeah Park Trainer Bert Williams announced his intentions to return 
the colt to Circle M Farm at Lexington. 

In a workout early last week Relic wheeled when his rider tried to break him 
away from the pony with which he was galloping. The result was a pulled muscle. 
He galloped a couple of days. “not too good.” and on Friday worked six furlongs in 
1:1224. He was not lame. he did not refuse his feed, and the speed was there, but he 
did not take very kindly to the job at hand. Trainer Williams studied the symptoms, 
decided to go easy with the best horse he had ever trained. 

At the farm he will be galloped under the direction of Manager Daniel B. Mid- 
kiff. But unless he shows unexpected improvement he will miss the Kentucky Derby 
and the Preakness. 


COSMIC MISSILE. Along with Relic. Circle M’s top filly Cosmic Missile 
(Roman—Misty Isle. by *Sickle) will be returned to the farm to enter the stud. Her 
first mate will be either Bull Lea or *Goya 2nd. (Whichever is selected for her. 
Bridal Colors. dam of Relic. will be bred to the other.) Cosmic Missile had a filled 
tendon after her victory in the Columbiana Handicap at Hialeah Park January 7.

Notes on Equine 
Virus Abortion 


Equine virus abortion, if it is going to 
occur, comes toward the latter end of 
pregnancy. It rarely occurs until a mare 
is at least six months pregnant, and may 
happen any time thereafter until she foals. 

far this winter 17 cases have been 
reported to the University of Kentucky’s 
Department of Animal Pathology. This 
is above the average of about 12 cases a 
year reported during the last 25 years. 
But it does not necessarily indicate that 
the disease is having a greater-than-average 
incidence. Horsemen are becoming more 
aware of the necessity of co-operating 
with scientific investigators. More of 
them are bringing aborted foals to the 
laboratory for post-mortem examination. 


Members of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America learned about virus abortion 
on February 21, at its regular meeting at 
the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington. The club 
had as speakers Dr. F. E. Hull, head of 
U.K.S Department of Animal Pathology, 
and Dr. D. W. Bruner, one of the research 
staff. 

Dr. Bruner spoke of the incidence of 
equine virus abortion, its manifestations, 
and the research directed toward ¢develop- 
ing a vaccine against it. Dr. Hull dis- 
cussed steps to be taken when a case of it 
occurs On a breeding farm.

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DR. BRUNER: Of the 17 cases re- 
ported this year, nine occurred on one 
farm, two farms had two cases each, four 
had one case each. Other cases may have 
occurred without being reported. 

It is important that abortion fetuses be 
brought to the U. K. laboratory as soon 
as possible. There are two reasons: (1) 
The vaccine now used as a_ preventive 
against the disease is made from liver 
tissue obtained from aborted fetuses. No 
fetuses, no vaccine, no protection. (2) 
Virus abortion must be recognized quickly 
in order that precautions may be taken 
against its spread. 

Fetus livers are needed in as large num- 
bers as possible because the more livers, 
the more vaccine, and because some livers 
are more virulent than others. The more 
virulent the liver tissue, the more effec- 
tive the vaccine made from it. 

The liver tissue vaccine now being made 
is somewhat better than was produced at 
first. It keeps better, can be made more 
quickly, has more virus in it. 

This vaccine is “dead.” and will not 
start abortion on a farm. Pregnant mares 
used experimentally could not be made to 
abort through use of the vaccine. 

During the fall of 1946, 518 mares were 
vaccinated against equine virus abortion. 
No cases of abortion were reported from 
among them. Last fall 489 mares were 
vaccinated. No abortions have been re- 
ported from this group. 

Use of the vaccine still is in the experi- 
mental stage. The research men do not 
know how potent it is. There is no sure 
way of gauging its quality. 


Equine virus abortion rarely occurs on 
the same farm during two successive sea- 
sons. 

Attacks may recur in the same mare, 
but so far no affected mare has aborted 
from this cause for two successive years. 
An immunity seems to be acquired after 
a mare has aborted, but it is not perman- 
ent. A mare may carry a foal success- 
fully the first year after an attack, but 
abort the second year. 

The means by which the disease is 
spread are not clear. There is good evid- 
ence that it can be spread on the clothing 
of attendants, and quite likely by birds 
and rodents which may have access to 
aborted fetuses. 

There is no evidence that stallions trans- 
mit the disease. 

Research on virus abortion has been 
conducted at the University of Kentucky 
for the last 16 years. Good progress has 
been made toward diagnosing the disease. 

Efforts now are being directed toward 
growing the virus. If this can be done, 
then the manner in which mares become 
infected can be learned, and a more effec- 
tive vaccine can be developed. 

So far it has not been possible to grow 
the virus successfully except in mares. 
Not enough mares have been available for 
this purpose. Chicken embryos have been 
tried, but the virus does not grow on 
them. Hamsters and guinea pigs now are 
being used experimentally. 


DR. HULL: Sick, dead, and recovered 
animals are probably the greatest sources 
of any disease. Most diseases get into 
animals through the mouth, so it is well

to protect feed and water against contam- 
ination. Care should be taken that ma- 
nure, urine, blood, nasal secretions, ete. 
from infected animals do not come in 
contact with well horses. 

If a mare aborts, a diagnosis should be 
obtained as quickly as possible. On farms 
where many mares are kept, it occasionally 
happens that aborted fetuses are not found 
until the mares have been turned out, and 
it is difficult to determine which mare 
aborted. It is a good idea to have the 
groom examine each stall before turning 
the mares out. Sometimes the fetuses are 
thrown out with the manure and are not 
discovered until some time after the abor- 
tion occurs. This leads to the spread of 
infection, and makes it more difficult to 
locate the mare which has aborted. 

Fetuses should be brought to the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky laboratory in tubs, 
not in sacks, and not loose in a truck. 
If an aborted fetus is discovered in a stall, 
it should be placed into a tub immediately. 

The fetus should be handled carefully 
to guard against spreading infection. The 
attendant entering the stall should wear 
rubber boots, which can be disinfected 
before he enters an area where other mares 
are kept. He should wash his hands after 
handling an aborted fetus. The Univer- 
sity laboratory will receive suspected fet- 
uses on Saturday afternoons or Sundays 
during the foaling season. And of course 
on week days. : 

Virus abortion often cannot be diagnosed 
by a superficial examination of a fetus. 
A microscopic examination of liver tissue 
usually is necessary for a positive diagno- 
sis. But in case of doubt, the disease will 
be diagnosed tentatively as virus abortion 
at the U. K. laboratory. This is in order 
that the owner of the mare can take neces-

sary precautions against the spread of in- 
fection. If further examination discloses 
that virus abortion was not involved, the 
precautions that were taken will have done 
no harm. But if it turns out to be virus 
abortion, the spread of the disease pos- 
sibly will have been prevented. 

Diseases do not wait around. They work 
all the time. 

One means of guarding against the 
spread of virus abortion is to leave the 
mare in the stall in which she has aborted. 
The use of a cresol compound as a disin- 
fectant is recommended. 

A better way is to clean up the mare 
with a disinfectant solution (cresol), and 
move her to quarters where she will not 
be in contact with other mares. It is best 
to move her in a van which has been 


driven as close as possible to her stall, so 
she will have to walk only a short distance. 
This minimizes the chances of her spread- 
ing a trail of infection. 


The van should 


be thoroughly disinfected after she jg 
unloaded. 

The mare should be quarantined until jt 
is certain that she cannot pass the infec. 
tion to others. 

Other mares on the place should be 
vaccinated, or even re-vaccinated. — This 
precaution can do no harm. It may save 
a foal. 

Bedding from the stall in which the 
abortion occurred should be burned. [t 
should be moved in a leak-proof van or 
truck, which should be thoroughly disin. 
fected after the hauling. Care should be 
taken to prevent the scattering of the 
bedding while it is being hauled. 

Mares stabled in the barn where the 
abortion occurred should not be placed 
with other pregnant mares. The stall 
where the abortion took place should not 
be used again during the current foaling 
season. 


ANSWER TO QUESTIONS: The period 
of incubation for equine virus abortion is 
30 days, more or less. But it has run as 
long as 90 days. 

Mares ordinarily can be bred after 
aborting, and ordinarily they foal norm. 
ally the following year. Some mares have 
cleared up within nine days after aborting, 
and have been bred successfully. But it 
is recommended that horsemen wait as 
long as possible, compatible with the 
length of time remaining in the breeding 
season, before breeding a mare which has 
aborted. 

Usually there is no advance indication 
that a mare is going to lose a foal from 
equine virus abortion. You don’t know 
about it until it happens. 

Vaccination usually takes place in Oc- 
tober.

MELBOURNE 

Racing sensation of the new year in 
Melbourne happened at Moonee Valley on 
a recent Saturday in the Newport Welter. 
It was won by Oatcake over St. Buzz, but 
on a protest the race was awarded to St. 
Buzz for interference in the straight. 

The trouble started when an announce- 
ment wrongly went over the public address 
system that correct weight had been de- 
clared. Actually, when this statement 
was made, a protest had been lodged by 
Gilmore, rider of St. Buzz, but upon hear- 
ing the correct weight over the amplifiers, 
thousands of backers of St. Buzz, which 
started favorite at 3 to 1, threw away their 
tickets. 

After scenes of almost indescribable 
confusion, it was eventually realized by 
the more than 30,000 spectators that “pro- 
test” and not “correct weight” was meant. 

In the meantime. scores of bookmakers 
started paying out on Oatcake in the 
belief that there was no error in the “cor- 
rect weight” announcement and then, to 
their horror, found they had been paying 
out on a horse involved in a protest. 

There was real consternation a few 
minutes later when it was announced that 
the protest had been upheld and that St. 
Buzz. not Oatcake, was the winner. 

People scurried all over the enclosures 
looking for St. Buzz tickets and many were 
not found. Big sums are still unclaimed 
on St. Buzz, and the betting muddle over 
the race will not be sorted out for many 
weeks, 

There is big betting on Melbourne races 
in the other five states, and in all of them 
bookmakers paid out on Oatcake and 
then had to pay out on St. Buzz. The 
bookie boys didn’t like having to pay on 
two winners, but it had to be done. It is 
estimated that bookmakers in all states 
paid out more than £50,000 on Oatcake. 
Very little of this money will be returned. 

Thousands of honest claims for destroyed 
tickets, have been lodged by backers of 
St. Buzz, and of course hundreds of op- 
portunists also are trying to get some 
money for nothing. Some of them will 
succeed, too. 


FAST ST. FAIRY. Highlights of the 
racing at the Valley was the weight-for- 
age success of the veteran St. Fairy (St.

HIS SIRE. Hastings, the sire of Fair

He was by Spendthrift—*Cinderella, by 
Blue Ruin or Tomahawk, and was bred by 
Dr. J. D. Neet at Versailles, Ky. He was 
purchased as a yearling by Gideon and 
Daly and sold as a 2-year-old to August 
Belmont for $37,000 at Sheepshead Bay 
in July, 1895, when Gideon and Daly dis- 
solved partnership. He was turned over 
to the late A. J. Joyner to train. 

Hastings was beaten in the Futurity by 
his former stable companion, Requital. 
Hastings cooled out satisfactorily after the 
race, hut the same could not be said of 
Messrs. Belmont and Joyner. They had 
high words, the upshot of which was that 
Joyner resigned and Hastings was turned 
wer to John J. Hylarid. Later he won 
the Belmont Stakes, the Kearney and To- 
boggan Handicaps, and other races. On 
being retired to the Nursery Stud, he led 
the list of sires in 1902 with $113,865 and 
in 1908 with $154,061 to his credit. Among 
his sons in addition to Fair Play were 
Masterman, Mizzen, Pentecost, Glorifier, 
and others, but his line lived only through 
Fair Play.

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out” by the time Fair Play was a year- 
ling and the “gentleman from North Caro- 
lina” agreed to train some of the Belmont 
horses on a per diem basis. At two Fair 
Play won only three races in ten starts, 
the Flash and Montauk Stakes among 
them. At three, after the retirement of 
Colin and Celt, he was cock of the roost. 
That year, the last he raced in this coun- 
try, he was out 16 times, won seven races, 
was second in eight, third in one, earned 
$70.895, which assured Hastings of the 
sire leadership. 

Fair Play, like many of his sons. was 
infinitely better at three than at two. James 
Rowe humbled him three times early in 
the year but with three different horses— 
Colin, Ballot, and Celt. Six of his vie- 
tories at three were scored in important 
stakes: the Coney Island Jockey Club and 
the Lawrence Realization Stakes, the 
Brooklyn Derby, the First Special, and the 
Jerome and Municipal Handicaps. 


HIS TWO BEST. I have always clung 


to the opinion that Fair Play’s best races 


were his victories in the First Special at 
Gravesend and the Municipal Handicap at 
Belmont Park. 

In the First Special, run in September, 
1908, Fair Play carried 122 pounds and 
was ridden by a first-class jockey, Eddie 
Dugan. He was a slight favorite ove; 
Sam Emery’s Master Robert, 106 pounds, 
ridden by Joe Notter and trained by the 
evergreen Andy Blakely. His old riyal 
King James, 118, was owned by Sam 
Hildreth and ridden by Jimmie Lee, the 
last of the prominent Negro jockeys to 
ply his calling in the East. F. R. Hiteh- 
cock’s 6-year-old Dandelion, 105, trained 
by John E. Madden, was the outsider. 

King James and Dandelion had _ it 
hammer and tongs for half the distance, 
Fair Play was third on the outside, half a 
length in front of Master Robert. At the 
three-quarter pole Dandelion wilted and 
Fair Play moved into second place a head 
back of King James. From that point to 
the finish, King James and Fair Play

He finished sec- 
ond in the 2,000 Guineas (to Happy Knight, with Radio- 
therapy 3rd, Gulf Stream 4th), and 3rd in Eclipse Stakes, 
1% miles, 121 lbs., to Gulf Stream (118), Edward Tudor 
(114). His only other start was in the Derby, in which 
he was unplaced. *Khaled is now at Santa Anita Park 
where he is in training. He will be returned to the stud 


after the Santa Anita meeting. *Khaled made the 1947 
season in the stud in Ireland.

Hyperion is by Gainsborough, a leading sire in England, 
and 2 out of Selene, one of the great broodmares of mod- 
ern times. 


*Khaled’s first three sires won English 
classie races and his first four dams were Eng- 
lish stakes winners. Sons of Hyperion are doing 
exceptionally well in America, they include *Alib- 
hai, *Heliopolis, *Hypnotist II, etc., Eclair is the 
dam of *Piping Rock, recently sold at Saratoga 
for $82,500, and sire of Pipette. 


Eclair was stakes winner at 2 and 8, including Ling- 
field Autumn Oaks (1% m.), Leicestershire Oaks (1% m), 
Atlanta (1% m.), Falmouth (1 m.), Bretby Stakes. She 
failed only by a length to give 21 lbs. to Star of England 
in the Yorkshire Oaks over 1% miles. Dam of six other 
winners, including Lady Electra (Suburban, Lincolnshire 
Handicaps), Vicenzia (stakes winner), Hyder Ali (stakes 
winner) and *Piping Rock, ete. Black Ray won South- 
port Stakes and produced *Jacopo (stakes winner in Eng- 
land, a ranking sire in U. S. A.), *Foray II (leading 2- 
year-old of year in England, sire), and two other stakes 
winners Black Domino and Infra Red (also dam of two 
stakes winners).

Slowly but surely the chestnut gained on 
the bay. Fair Play was on the outside. 
Inch by inch he fought his way forward. 
Ten yards from the finish they appeared 
to be locked. The shouting was cloud- 
splitting. Andrew Jackson Joyner led the 
chorus with his North Carolina foxhunter’s 
yell. Dugan put his all in a final effort. 
Fair Play, with a lunge, got up to win by 
a head in the new track-record time 
2:0325. Master Robert was “chopped for 
speed” and finished third, four lengths 
astern, with Dandelion sobbing his heart 
out eight lengths farther back. The purse 
of $2,250 was less than the minimum given 
a winner in New York today. 

In his previous start Fair Play had been 
beaten by Big Chief, which stole the race 
in the first half-mile. Fair Play was none 
too good a post horse. This was the Sep- 
tember Stakes, the race in which Crick- 
more did Hindoo in, and in which The 
Picket won his second race at the expense 
of Africander. 

Subsequent to the First Special, Fair 
Play was defeated in almost a duplicate of 
the September Stakes. This was the 
Oriental. Fair Play failed by a head to 
concede 18 pounds to Angelus, a pretty 


shifty gelding owned by Thomas Hitch. 
cock. 

But Fair Play did not let his public 
down in the Jerome Handicap, his next 
start. He established a new track record 
of 2:1025 for 1,5 miles. under 125 pounds, 
Master Robert. 106. was second. 


THE MUNICIPAL. It was at Belmont 
Park in October, 1908, that Fair Play ran 
his second “big” race that year. It was 
his last victory and the last time A, J, 
Joyner saw him led into the winner’s 
circle. This was the Municipal Handi- 
cap at 184 miles. for which he was a 
6 to 5 favorite despite his 127 pounds. As 
was frequently the case, Fair Play broke 
badly, but Jimmy Lee permitted him 
to get into his stride. He made up ground 
gradually, started his move turning for 
home, and headed Beaucoup the early 
leader. Getting to the front he drew out 
somewhat and won by a length from 
Master Robert. with Frank Gill third, 
The time of 2:58 was just two-fifths 
slower than the track record. Fair Play 
was conceding from 15 to 33 pounds to 
six rivals. 

The following Saturday, Mr. Joyner 
sailed for England. He was to train a

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three horses for August Belmont—Fair 
Play, Priscillian, and Antaeus. The other 
Belmont horses were to be trained by 
John Watson at Palace House, Newmarket. 
Tom Murphy was on the same vessel with 
Colin, Ballot, and six 2-year-olds consigned 
to Old Sam Darling at Beckhampton. 

Fair Play remained in this country to 
fill his engamement in the Belmont Park 
Autumn Weight-for-Age at 21% miles, in 
which he had to carry but 111 pounds, the 
same as Master Robert. Frank Gill had 
124 and Brother Jonathan 108. Joyner 
was passing Ambrose Light when the race 
was run, and never learned of the result 
until he arrived at Tilbury Docks. Fair 
Play was saddled by Jimmie McCormick 
and ridden by Jimmie Lee. Dalton Mc- 
Carthy rede Master Robert. Fair Play 
again was away in atangle. Brother Jona- 
than led for a mile with Master Robert 
a length back. Lee kept a strong hold 
of Fair Play. but when he tried to move. 
his mount would have none of it. The 
result was that Master Robert won by the 
best part of two lengths in 3:51, new track- 
record time. 


Fair Play, with the stallion Octagon, 
the 3-year-old filly Six o’Clock, and 16 
yearlings landed in England a week after 
A. J. Joyner. Put in training the follow- 
ing year, Fair Play never was close in 
six starts. He was shipped back to this 
country in the autumn of 1909. In Eng- 
land he had been unplaced in the Great 
Jubilee Stakes, the Coronation Cup. the 
Hare Park Handicap, the Liverpool Sum- 
mer Cup. the Goodwood Cup. 

On his return, Fair Play was turned 
over to Tom Welch to train, but he went 
wrong and it was determined to retire 
him to the stud. I think he made his first 
stud season in 1910 (probably an abbre- 
viated one), so his first foals would be 
of racing age in 1913. It was reported 
that Mr. Belmont was not particularly 
enthusiastic over Fair Play’s first two 
crops of foals, and that he intimated he 
might consider selling him. Joyner learned 
of this and cabled from Ballaton Lodge, 
Newmarket, asking how much Belmont 
would take for the horse. Before any 
decision could be arrived at, Stromboli 
displayed form that persuaded Mr. Bel- 
mont to retain him. 

Fair Play remained at the Nursery Stud 
until it was dispersed in the spring of 
1925 after Mr. Belmont’s death. Joseph 
E. Widener bought Fair Play, then 20 
years old, for $100,000. He was moved 
to the Elmendorf Farm, where he re- 
mained until his death December, 1929. 

To the end of 1943, which was 14 years 
after he died, Fair Play had 20 crops of 
foals. He was credited with 265 foals; 
132 of them, or about 50 per cent, won. 
Seventy-four won at two. Forty-six of 
them were stakes winners. Collectively
